All of the special series are start- 
ing this month. The calendar for 
February is: 

Arts, Sciences, and Humanites— 
a new series of evening lectures be- 
gan Monday with Carlos S. Mundt 
discussing ‘“Astronomical Research 
in the United States.” Dr. Mundt 
will continue his starry discussion 
February 12, 19 and 26 in the Li- 
brary Lecture Hall. 

“The Challenge to the West’”— 
a series of seventeen lectures deal- 
ing with vital areas of political and 
economic conflict between Western 
and Soviet ideologies. 

The first of these, ‘““The Ameri- 
can Revolution and the Sover- 
eignty of Citizens,’ was given 
February 5, and will be followed by 
the “Red Revolution and the Dic- 
tatorship of the Proletariat,’ Feb- 
ruary 19, and “U.S. Law: Personal 
Freedom and the Power of 
Courts,’ February 26. 

Music Seminars—A series of 17 
Tuesday evening seminars devoted 
to ethnic music as practiced by va- 
rious nationalities around the globe 
opened February 6, with Jack Ben- 
son, music critic, as seminar leader, 
in the Music Building. 

Film Classics— “Shors” a Rus- 
sian movie about a Ukrainian hero, 
will be shown tonight in the arm- 
ory, free of charge to the interested 
public. 

Great Books Series—Discussion 
of the Great Books with Robert 
Rogers and Karel Vit leading the 
first-year section and Edward Ken- 
nedy and Ferris Bagley leading the 
second-year section. These groups 
will meet in L-3 on Thursday and 
Friday evenings.

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Russian Movie Tonight 
About Ukrianian Hero 


“Shors,” a film by the cine- 
matic master, Alexander Do- 
vzhenko, will be shown free 
of charge at 8 o'clock this eve- 
ning in the Armory. 

Produced in 1939, “Shors”’ is 
the epic of Nikolai Shors, a 
Ukrainian freedom fighter dur- 
ing the chaotic, bloody days of 
1917-19. 

Producer-writer Dovzhenko, 
originally an artist, handles the 
screen like a canvas, lighting 
and grouping his. subjects 
“with deep consideration and 
flawless execution.” 

The film has Russian dialog 
with English subtitles. 

Playing with “Shors” will be 
a six-minute film, “The Stroll- 
ers.” This short features a 
lively folk dance performed by 
the world-famous Moiseyev 
Dancers. 

Both films will be introduced 
by Jack Benson.

Pledge of Allegiance Added 
To Daily Flag Raising Ceremony 


A Pledge of Allegiance was ini- 
tiated on the MPC campus this 
week in accordance with a new 
California State Law. 

The ceremony takes place at 8:55 
every morning as the flag is being 
raised. A taped recitation of the 
pledge is played while a member of 
the custodial staffff raises the flag. 

Dean Ralph Smith noted that 
“those students in the immediate 
vicinity of the Library, Student 
Union, Administration and ‘L’ 
Buildings should show respect and 
participate by standing and repeat- 
ing the pledge.” 

According to Robert Dabelow, 
audio-visual co-ordinator, the pre- 
recorded tape with a speaker and 
attention-getting bugle is broad- 
cast over a loud-speaker located on 
the east wall of the Library-Audio- 
Visual compound. This setup will 
probably attract the attention of 
students within a 600-foot radius. 

In the 1961 session, the Califor- 
nia State Legislature passed a law 
requiring all “secondary schools” 
to recite daily the Pledge of Alle- 
giance. The State Board of Edu- 
cation then decided that, for this 
purpose, junior colleges should be 


considered as “secondary schools.” 

Dean Smith added that com- 
ments and suggestions for im- 
provements in the present cere- 
mony, would be welcomed. Alter- 
nate proposals for reciting the 
pledge included individual class- 
room recitation, already in use at 
Foothill JC, and the present me- 
thod, but with various members of 
the Student Council leading the 
pledge.

Salute to the Flag 


The newest thing on campus this semester is the flag salute. It is a 
welcome addition. 

Unfortunately, many people, not necessarily on campus, look at such 
things as jingoism and a sign of the “radical right.” We hope this is not 
the feeling here. Actually, patriotism is normal and completely honorable, 
and not the least “old fashioned.” 

El Yanqui, following the advice of Dixon Gayer, founder of the 
Webster Quimmley Society, believes in the middle-of-the-road policy of 
“patriotism without panic.’ 


The Cupboard Is Bare 


The Free Expression Board, once the cause of great controversy, is 
now notable for its emptiness. Since rules governing its use were posted, 
the Board has had only two users. 

Why? What happened? 

We can suggest three reasons why the Board has gone bare. One, 
there is nothing of interest in current ASMPC affairs. Two, students 
aren’t taking any interest in MPC, period. Three, students have no faith 
in free expression. Perhaps all three reasons are at play here. 

Why is this? Have the rules imposed on the board shut off free ex- 
pression on the campus? They shouldn’t have. The rules were intended to 
stimulate the responsible expression of opinions by students. 

These rules prohibited personal attacks on either students or faculty 
members. They didn’t prohibit attacks on ideas, no matter who expressed 
them. If you don’t agree with the way things are run, this is your chance 
to say something. 

Free expression is a way of expressing dissent. Dissent, we believe, 
is constructive in that it suggests new ways to do things. Dissent is of 
special value to democracy, since we believe in hearing all ideas and then 
choosing the one we consider best. But dissent is an expression of in- 
dividualism. 

Unfortunately, most people today are afraid to be different. 

There are other ways to express yourself than filing protest on 
“That Board.” You can always write El Yanqui. We publish all letters, 
whether they agree or disagree with our position. We urge you, in any 
case, to use your right to free expression. 


Minorities Can Rule 


This is a serious condition, for 
if continued on a national scale, it 


El Yanqui will not print that 
six letter word starting with an a 


and ending in a y, describing the 
passive attitude of students on this 
campus. But the last election was 
a fine example of what a result of 
that attitude will bring about. 

We do not intend to malign the 
candidates. We feel that the people 
who were elected will do a com- 
petent job. However, as you may 
have noticed, there weren’t many 
candidates running for office. In 
fact, for awhile, it was doubtful 
whether all the offices would be 
filled. 

This lack of interest in student 
government, as previously men- 
tioned in an El Yanqui editorial, 
can have serious effects on the in- 
dividual as well as the organization. 
The political mind, as well as any 
part of the body, will atrophy if not 
used and exercised.

To the Editor: 


The blank ballot you see on the 
“Free Expression Bulletin Board” 
is mine. On it, I stated that I had 
intentionally left the ballot blank 
in protest to the lack of imagination 
and ingenuity of the last student 
administration in making student 
government a part of college life. 
The election was a farce, and the 
votes recorded were low. 


Agreed, the interest in extracur- 
ricular activities is at low ebb at 
the end of the Fall semester. I also 
agree that the vitality of these ac- 
tivities has fallen off since World 
War II due to many varied reasons 
such as the high cost of leadership, 
low reward factor, increasing 
study load and others. 


However, very little was heard 
from the preceding student govern- 
ment during the term following the 
social upheaval. The ASMPC off- 
cers did not meet the challenge of 
apathy with new and constructive 
methods. They did not provide a 
structure of unity for the student 
body. I’ll wager that a very small 
percentage of the student body 
was even aware that the Student 
Council met every week. 


The “New Frontier” and its 
challenges include this campus. 
Those who pose themselves as 
leaders can no longer rely on old 
systems and methods. Just because 
Charity Week is on the calendar 
does not imply that it will be a suc- 
cess, or that its purpose is still 
valid. Just one question here: what 
is the validity of running charity 
events to get money from students 
when most of them are almost on 
charity themselves? 


So, those who have taken offices 
will have to make decisions about 
those events and policies which 
continue just by writing them on 
the calendar. Are they worth con- 
tinuing? Also, new ideas must be 
promoted to see that those things 
which are carried out have value 
for all concerned. If this is not 
done, if students aren’t interested, 
I think we can say goodbye to ex- 
tra-curricular activities.

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Fabrizio Plays Flute 
But Yearns for Violin

Mr. Raymond Fabrizio, English 
instructor who performed two flute 
solos at symphony concerts this 
week, considers himself a frustrat- 
ed violinist. 

Mr. Fabrizio played the flute 
solo of Mozart’s Concerto for the 
flute and harp in C major with the 
Monterey County Symphony in 
Sunset Auditorium in Carmel and 
also in Salinas. Mr. Joel Andrews 
was the harp soloist. 

In his childhood, Mr. Fabrizio 
was an avid admirer of his father 
who played Italian songs on a man- 
dolin. His grandfather made vio- 
lin and other string instruments. 
On his way to school he regularly 
stopped at a musical store and 
stared through the window at a 
violin he wanted. 

One day Mr. Fabrizio’s father 
brought him home a clarinet. “I’ve 
never found out why he chose a 
clarinet instead of a violin,’ Mr. 
Fabrizio says, “but I’m still a frus- 
trated violinist.” 

Mr. Fabrizio used to play the 
clarinet and saxophone in a dance 
band in Los Angeles. He took up 
the flute merely to obtain more 
work. Then he joined the Army 
and was assigned as a flute player 
in the Army band. 

Two weeks after leaving the 
army, Mr. Fabrizio was notified 
that he was to make a solo per- 
formance in an orchestra within 
three days. In 1955, Mr. Fabrizio 
made another appearance as soloist 
with the San Francisco Little Sym- 
phony where he played the Con- 
certo for flute and violin by Tche- 
repine. 

Mr. Fabrizio has spent several 
summers playing for Arthur Fied- 
ler’s Concerts, the Ice Follies and 
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Ray Fabrizio fingers flute 


some musical shows. Last summer 
he played at the Wharf and the 
Stern Grove Concerts in San Fran- 
cisco. He has played the first flute 
for the Bach Festival and presently 
plays with the local Symphony 
and the San Francisco Chamber 
Symphony that concentrates on 
boroque music ensembles. Mr. Fab- 
rizio plans to be playing Bach’s 
Brandenberg Concerto No. 2 with 
flute, violin and trumpet. 

Asked about preference for com- 
posers, Mr. Fabrizio says that 
“Mozart has been my great love. 
He is the greatest genius that ever 
lived, a consummate genius in any 
field.”
